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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of group I, drawn to claims 1 through 5 in paper 7 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the arguments made by the applicant 
conceming method of making a turbulator and a heat exchanger, the examiner contends that the 
corrugated fins of claims 1 through 5 could possibly be formed by a molding process and that the 
tubes of the turbulator of claims 6 through 10 could possibly have been welded together. This is 
not found persuasive because it is only a possibility that the molding process could be used in 
forming corrugated fins and a possibility that welding process could be used to join tubes of the 
turbulator. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 through 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Asano et 
al. U.S. Patent No. 5,078,207. Referring to claim 1, Asano discloses a heat exchanger and fin for 
the same that comprises a plurality of corrugated fins each having a base extending laterally and 
longitudinally in a strip; and a plurality of offset louvers spaced along the base and extending 
longitudinally and generally perpendicular to the base n an alternating manner, the offset louvers 
being rolled in a direction parallel to a longitudinal axis of the strip. Refer to figure 10. 
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Referring to claim 2, Asano shows that the offset louvers extend longitudinally a 
predetermined distance. Refer to figure 10. 

Referring to claim 3, Asano shows that the offset louvers are spaced laterally a 
predetermined distance along the base. Refer to figure 10. 

Referring to claim 4, Asano shows that the louvers extend generally perpendicular to the 
base a predetermined distance. Refer to figure 10. 

Referring to claim 5, Asano shows that the offset louvers have a generally inverted "U" 
cross-sectional shape. Refer to figure 10.
